The Hope High School Athletic committee met Friday 


morning and decided to leave it up to Hope fans a.s to 
whether a special train would be chartered to the cham- 
pionship football firame between Hope and Pine Bluff 
November 30 at Pine Bluff. 


Here's the proposition: 
The Missouri Pacific railroad requires a guarantee 


of 200 adult tickets at $2.75 for each round-trip ticket. 
That figures $550 for the railroad guarantee. The Athle- 
tic committee doesn't want to lay that much cash on the 
line—and "take ri chance." 


Hope fans who desire to ride a special train are urged 


to make up their minds this week-end. If you want a 
special train this is what you should do: 


Go to the office of Roy Anderson, South Main street, 


and plunk down the cash for as many tickets as you want. 
You will be given a receipt for each $2.75. Late Monday 
afternoon the athletic committee will total the cash and 
decide then and there on the train. 


If there has been as many as 100 receipts issued—by 


Monday afternoon—the special train "is in the bag." If 
there is not enough cash by the Monday afternoon dead- 
line—well, no special train. Your money would then be 
refunded by turning in your receipts." 


The athletic committee must know definitely by Mon- 


day afternoon. The committee is leaving it up' to you to 
make up your mind. The committee wants a special train 
—but it must also have a guarantee that Hope fans want 
a special train. 


The committee also pointed out that next Thursday

WARM SPRINGS, Ga. -M';— Presi- 


dent Roosevelt disclosed Friday that 
some consideration is being given 
to the idea of a special tax to fin- 
ance expenditures for national de- 
fense, which may be increased by 
% billion dollars in the next fiscal 
year. 


These expenditures, the president in- 


dicated, will bc in excess of one bil- 
lion dollars, but probably not as 
high as 2^ billions. 


Questions about business and taxat- 


ion led the president into a discus- 
sion of defense and its financing. 
Of course, he said, the objective of 
the administration was to cut down 
all expenditures which possibly could 
be whittled at the present time.

One of the main.rea- 
i'ons .i^.thak. many^child/en likrf' the 
flapj'. end. will drink, chocolate milk 
when'they will not drink milk. 


Chocolate milk drinks-vary great- 


Iy. Some are made from skimmed 
miljc' of low grade .and some from 
: fci'nimed milk of high grade. Many 
i x^erts hi nutrition have pointed to 
the absence of vitamin A from cho- 
rolate milk drinks made with skimmed 
iniVk. Some manufacturers add extra 
vitqmsn ,A to the drink. 


Some experts do not 
recommend 


chocolate milk drinks .because they 
UM> hi^li in sugjtr tends to produce a 
sense of satiation and dulling of the 
appetite. They complain that chocolate 
rnllk drinks educate the appetite for 
more sugar; teach the child that it 
is desirable to flavor milk 
before 


di-inlcing it, and cost more tha ordin- 


ary milk. 


However, Dr. H. S. Sherman, who 


is recognized as one of the leading 
authorities on nutrition, considers the 
flavoring of milk desirable. He feels 
that the flavottng.of milk and other 
protective foods is advisqble if child- 
ren can be persuaded to eat and drink 
more of them. Some experts in nu- 
trition insist that children should be 
educated to ea.t natural 
foods and 


flavors. 


This is completely' sound from a 


theoretical 
point 
of view, but 
the 


argument has little appeal to the par- 
ent who, has difficulty, in making the 
child eat the food it should have. 


Similar arguments to those made 


regarding chocolate and flavored milk 
apply also to orrangeade. orange crush 
and similar drinks. It is claimed that 
the .products may contain less that 
25 per cent of orange juice, yet they 
are highly sweetened and obviously 
contain

extra 
fluid 
beyond 


what would be provided with pure 
orange juice.

The total world 
output in 19:i7 was 50 kilograms, or 
110 pounds, produced chiefly in Ger- 
many. This commanded a price of 
about $1,800 a pound. Any extensive in- 
crease in production would make it 
a "drug on the market," until some 
commercial use is found for it. 


The only advantage to be gained 


by increasing production and lower- 
ing the cost would be dial more people 
could experiment with gallium in a 
search for its possible industrial use.
